During the upcoming holiday 
season, many people will visit 
their physicians with a multi- 
tude of complaints and condi- 
tions. After these visits they 
will probably ‘also visit their 
local pharmacy to purchase a 
prescription drug of some kind. ” 
Here are a few things you 
should know about prescrip- 
tion drugs. 

Drugs are powerful chemi- 
cals. Along with their benefits, 
they also have a potential for 
harm. Some drugs can cause 
side effects ranging from mild 
rashes, headaches, nausea or 
drowsiness to more severe 
reactions such as. vomiting, 
bleeding, impaired vision or 
hearing.

"Bon appetit!" or dining dis- 
aster? In the holiday rush, one 
careless mistake in the kitchen 
can spoil everything. 

"The last thing anyone wants 
to worry about during the holi: 
days is food borne illness," said 
Коп Schmidt, professor of food 
science and’ human nutrition 
with the University of Florida's 
Institute of Food and Agricul- 
tural Sciences. 

"Almost anything in the 
kitchen environment - from 
dirty dishcloths and less-than: 
clean. countertops to improper- 
ly prepared foods - can spread 
bacteria and make people 


.Sick," he warns. 


Cross contamination is the` 
most соттоп way for bacteria 
to find its way-into food. For 


. example, if uncooked meat or 


poultry is left on the counter 
and a sponge is used to wipe 
the counter, the sponge will 
pick up bacteria from the 
meat. Another example, he 
said, would be using a cutting - 
board to prepare raw meat or 
poultry' and then using the 
same board to prepare a salad 


without properly cleaning the 
* board. 


Reusing plates: can also 
spread bacteria. Moving raw 
meat from a plate to the grill 
and then back to the plate can 
contaminate the cooked prod- 
uct: Another common mistake 
involves packaging and storing 
leftovers. Food should never be 
left out for more than two 
‘hours because bacteria grow 
quickly at room temperature.

careful with milk, eggs, poultry 
and other meats. While there 
have been highly publicized 
food borne outbreaks in recent 
years involving pathogens such 
as E. coli and Listeria, the 


most common food borne ill- 


nesses still'involve salmonella 
and staphylococcus. Both of 
these can be easily prevented 
by careful food handling prac- 
tices. 

"It is interesting that E. coli 
has become. a household scare 
word while. salmonella causes 
many more problems," he said. 

Salmonella is found in raw 
animal products (poultry, 
meats, éggs, and dairy. prod- 
ucts) However, many raw 
foods including fruits and veg- 
etables can become carriera of 
salmonella if contaminated 
with animal wastes, 

"Not all raw meat and рош: 
that we purchase are going 
to harbor bacteria, but аввите 
they do. "Poultry and eggs are 
the е to carry, а 
pathogen like salmonella. Next 
to cleanliness and pfbper han- 
dling, cooking foods thoroughly 
is the best way to combat these 
pathogens," Professor Schmidt 
explained. 

"Since staph bacteria are 
usually from human origin, 
poor hygiene habits are usual- 
ly associated with*staph-relat- 
ed illnesses. High protein 
foods, including those of ani- 
mal origin, provide a good 
environment for the growth of 
staphylococcus,” he added. 

These and other bacteria 
have the most severe effect on 
the elderly, pregnant women 
and infants, and those with 
weakened immune systems. 
Food borne illnesses can ё 
nausea; vomiting and diarrhea 
and other flu-like symptoms.

The UF/IFAS food scientist 
recommends the following 
food-handling tips tó prevent 
food borne illness: 

* Don't buy cans or glass jars * 
with dents, cracks or bulging 
lids. Store canned, goods in a 
coul, dry place for use within a 


year. 

* Be careful in handling raw 
food products that will not be 
cooked before eating. Avoid 
eating raw foods of animal ori- 
gin such as ground meats, 
poultry, eggs, milk and dairy 
products and most seafood. 
Eating rare steak is not consid- 
ered a big risk. Cook food thor- 
oughly (to at least 160 degrees 
Fahrenheit) Thoroughly 
reheat leftovers. 

* Promptly fefrigerate 
соокед meat and poultry in 
small shallow containers. 
Refrigerate perishable food as 
soon as you get home from the 
supermarket. Keep the refrig- 
erator temperature at 40 
degrees Fahrenheit or lower. 

е Don't thaw food on the 
counter; bacteria grow quickly 
at room temperature. Thaw 
food in the refrigerator or 
microwave just before cooking. 

* Keep work areas clean. 
Wash hands, cutting boards, 
can openers and other cooking 
utensils in hot, soapy water 
before preparing food and after 
handling raw meat or poultry. 
Thoroughly clean any surface 

* Keep pets away from food, 
cooking and eating surfaces, 
and equipment. 

* Don't take chances. If you 
suspect there's a problem, 
throw the food out.
